Dear all, 

I have spoken to Susan this afternoon and said that I would attach 
this database which I created when auditing the files. This is just for 
your interest if you want to look, but still not perfect as it took a lot 
of time. 

Here is the strategy: 

When they issue the eviction notice we will then re-collect all the 
data together (no point in doing this first just in case they dont 
issue soon and the LSC change the forms rendering the work futile) 

For the time being we should be: 

Collecting a list of the most vulnerable people on the site so that we 
can put the strongest cases at the forefront 

Making sure that all the files are complete for the homelessness 
apps (missing information) 

Advising those who have not made homelessness apps to do so! 

Those who have received letters from the Council stating that the 
Council do not owe them a duty - taking instructions to make review 
submissions (even if out of time we should try everything - let me 
know who wants this) 


In response to Susan's question about whether those who are not 
our clients and have been refused, or those who have had reviews 
which have been refused - these people will have the weakest 
arguments as we cannot say that it is disproportionate, there are 
alternative sites, AND the Council owe them a duty. So we will only 
be able to make the first two out of three submissions. 

In response to Grattan, it is important to realise that even Boswell 
who had a homelessness application underway was evicted 
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because the Council stated that she could continue with her 
homelessness application from the roadside. Therefore, we cannot 
guarantee that anyone will not be evicted but we are trying to put 
our best foot forward!

IMPORTANT AND URGENT 

Further, Keith is sure that they are going to issue the notice of eviction soon and this 
means that we will have only 28 days from the date of that letter to get everyone signed up 
to legal aid to start a public law challenge. This will mean that we will have to collect new 
forms (dated within the 28 days of issue) for everyone on site (otherwise their names 
cannot be on the injunction). It would make sense if I came down to do this myself, but I 
would really appreciate any assistance as you all have good relationships with those on 
Dale Farm and would be able to show me the ropes. Therefore, when would be the best 
and most convenient time for me to come down? 

We will need to have a fresh legal help, app 1, means form and authority for every pre- 
existing client. This is an administrative nightmare, but they are the rules, so we must play 
by them. In terms of the forms, if we could just get completed means forms and only a 
signatures for the other two forms, I will be able to complete them on all the information 
which you have already provided to me (thank you). 

I know that this is an enormous amount of work and that is why it is so important that we 
start as soon as possible. I have attached the NEW FORMS which will need to be signed 
but NOT DATED so that when Basildon issue, we will be there ready to respond! 

Tom Lomax wrote a letter to Basildon Council last week in advance of their meeting, asking 
them to make an undertaking that those clients who are going through the homelessness 
process at the moment will not be subject to the eviction proceedings. 

Please let me know when you think it would be best for me to come down for a few 
days in order to try and get this organised.
